Aubrey could 
write nothing to which he did not impart his own 
charm and graces, & here the whole Royal Society 
age moves before us, as well as many earlier figures 
who lived just before Aubrey’s own time. It oc- 
curred to nobody but Aubrey to tell us so much of the 
personal aspect & habits of Milton, Hobbes, Harvey, 
Bacon, & Sir Kenelm Digby. While of Shakespeare 
his brief notes tell us much of the little we know.

This must be one of the earliest books of its kind, as 
it contains enthusiastic directions for continental 
travel, written with all the enthusiasm of a great con- 
noisseur and collector. We see here all that incipient 
curiosity that was to blossom in the eighteenth cen- 
tury grand tour. Are there bookshops in a certain 
town 2? Sir Andrew Balfour entreats his friend to 
visit them. Can one eat good food or drink the wine ? 
He does not omit to make a note of it. Although the 
founder of the Botanic Gardens at Edinburgh was 
interested in collecting new specimens, he still has 
plenty of time for the churches, the architecture, the 
relics of classical antiquity. And now that he is at 
home & cannot go himself, he constantly asks his
